
There may not be "dancing on the McGill campus" 
when Quebec achieves sovereignty, but René Lévesque 
does expect McGill students to react to indépendance 
with open minds. 

This statement by the leader of the newly-formed 
Parti Québécois was greeted with applause from the' 
large audience in the Union Ballroom, where Lévesque 
addressed an ASUS-sporisored forum on the National' 
Question. 

Lévesque outlined the platform of the new party, 
which since the dissolution of the Rassemblement pour 
l'Indépendance Nationale on the weekend includes all 
sectors of the indépendantiste party in Québec. An in- 
dependent Québec under Levesque would follow the 
Scandinavian model of state capitalism, with govern- 
ment power being used to accomplish economic goals, 
but without "wholesale nationalization and mass take- 
over". 

The private and public sectors of the economy would 
unite to combat American economic domination. Foreign 
domination would be fought by investment on the part oL 
Québécois rather than by nationalization, except in spe- 
cial circumstances. Whatever an independent Québec:

nomy" and "outright satellite" status Canada now 
occupies. 

The audience, which waited half an hour for Léves- 
que. to show up, was attentive and appeared concerned 
primarily with the feasibility of Québec independence. 
Lévesque noted that Québec - "among the last of the 
nationalist groups in the world to achieve independence" 
- was better equipped for it than most of the other na- 
tions that had become independent in the last ten years. 

At any rate, he said, "it would be better than what 
we have now. Sanity and normality will never be reached 
as Confederation becomes more and more rigid, and the 
situation continues where constitutional change is put 
together willy-nilly." 

Lévesque said that Québec independence would 
conform to the standards of the "civilized world", and 
emphasized the importance of the new constitutional ar- 
rangements being worked out in a civilized manner. If 
this were done, he saw no obstacle to a common market 
between Québec and what remained of Canada. 

He was confident that despite the reactionary ten- 
dencies in Québec society, "more social progress will 
be made than ever seen in the rest of Canada or all of 
North America" once it becomes a sovereign state. 




' "The Quiet Revolution," said the former Liberal 
cabinet minister, "has uncovered a pool of energy and 
talent lying in readiness" to reorganize Québec society. 

Lévesque attacked Finance Minister Benson's re- 
cent budget as an example of the sort of thing Québec 
is subjected to in Confederation. The budget, he said, 
was a retrogressive economic act that "hits the small 
fry, the insurance companies, but lets the mines and pe- 
troleum companies go." 

He said Benson was the real power in Ottawa, the 
"new CD. Howe", while Prime Minister Trudeau was 
just a "façade". 

Asked about a Gallup Poll that showed only 11% of 
Québécois supporting independence, he said he didn't be- 
lieve that the Gallup Poll represented the true feelings 
of the Québec people and mass support for the Parti 
Québécois would manifest itself in the next election. 

The meeting ended with one student's grabbing a 
microphone and tearing up a piece of paper to symbo- 
lize the lack of communication that would result if Qué- 
bec separated from the rest of Canada, upon which an- 
other student grabbed another microphone to explain 
that the audience had been hearing an incorrect analysis 
of the social and economic system in Québec.

In a surprise last-minute 
move last night, Students' Coun- 
cil cancelled today's advance 
polls on the Senate elections and 
the constitutional amendments re- 
ferendum. 

The result of a long evening 
of heated debate and frayed tem- 
pers is that voting on both these 
matters will take place tomor- 
row only, as opposed to the pre- 
vious plan to stretch voting over 
two days to ensure that more 
students would have an opportu- 
nity to cast their ballots.

EUS executive calls for 'no' vote 



Engineers debate amendments 



The proposed constitutional 
amendments was the topic of an 
open meeting of the Engineering 
Undergraduate Society yesterday. 
Some one hundred people turned 
out to discuss a motion that the 
EUS executive "lake and initiate 
political decisions whenever they 
affect Society members at large". 
This motion, moved by the EUS 
executive, also had recommend- 
ed a vote against proposed new 
constitutional amendments. . 

Mike Clarke. Engineering 
representative on Students' Coun- 
cil, said that there was ""some- 
thing fundamentally wrong with 
the Students' Council". He said 
that putting a' few more people 
on Council would not better the 
situation. Clarke advocated the 
"unité de base" principle, fav- 



ouring strong faculty societies 
sending delegates to an "overall 
body". He would like to see the 
changing of the functions of Coun- 
cil under a new structure similar 
to that of UGEQ. However he 
opposed the idea of Students' 
Council reps being responsible 
to the executive of the faculty 
they represent, in this case the 
EUS executive. 

Speaking to a motion during 
the meeting suggesting that the 
Engineering Undergraduate So- 
ciety secede from the Students' 
Society. Clarke expressed the 
view that a "referendum on this 
issue is inevitable". On this point 
he was opposed by Nigel Hamer. 
who felt that such an attitude 
would only hurt the students' 



cause. 



Hamer contended that the op- 
position of the engineers to 
the new constitution stemmed 
from their conviction that 
"something better will come 
along". 

He agreed with Clarke that 
SC reps should not be held 
responsible to the executives of 
the respective faculties they 
represented but felt that students 
in general .should determine 
policy. Hamer felt that the "gen- 
eral mass of students don't know 
that's going on and that this fact 
is exemplified by the EUS execu- 
tive taking a stand on its own." 
Hamer. however, did not explain 
how the uninformed student body 
could competently determine 
policy for representatives on 
Students' Council. 



dies) brought out a point of pro- 
cedure and noted that Council 
must vote on the referendum be- 
fore it could be constitutionally 
held, and that this had not, in 
fact, been done. 

The debate that ensued, over 
the relative merits of the one 
and two-day vote, brought out 
many technical points and argu- 
ments, but the suggestions of 
"political football" sprang up 
soon. 

The debate on the technical and 
convenience levels brought out 
these points in favor of cancelling 
today's poll: - 

• that the five polls were not 
evenly distributed over the cam- 
pus, and were inaccessible to 
many students. 

• that the polls would be 
swamped the first day, and there 
were too few of them to handle 
a deluge (normally 12 polls are 
set up, but an exception was ma- 
de because this was to be an ad- 
vance poll), and that some Coun- 
cil members could not find 
enough people to man the polls. 

• Students had not had enough 
time to make up their minds, as 
the Senate candidates' pensket- 
ches had not appeared yet in the 
Daily (they were scheduled to ap- 
pear today and are inside this pa- 
per) and the constitutional 
amendments had not yet been re- 
printed as a whole. 

• that such a two-day polling 
was unprecedented. 

Those supporting the two-day 
polling argued, conversely, that: 

• the five polls were evenly 
distributed, 

• the two-day vote was ne- 
cessary to allow enough students 



time to vote on these crucial is- 
sues, as many were not on cam- 
pus on one or the other of the 
days, 

• that the election machinery 
was too far advanced to dismantle 
now.

Every time René Lévesque comes to this 
campus to speak, one can detect a change in 
the relationship between the politician and his 
Anglo-Québec audience. 

Last year he participated in a graduate 
homecoming panel discussion and the reaction 
to him was hostile. The old McGillians, come 
straight from their St.- James St. offices, were 
exactly the sort of English who have reason to 
fear Lévesque, and behind their questioning one 
could imagine 600 wallets shaking. 

But yesterday afternoon, René Lévesque 
returned to McGill to face a much different au- 
dience. And one member of that audience want- 
ed to know exactly why he had come, why, 
with his schedule so. busVj hé considered it 
important to speak to English Quebecers about 
his views when only a very a few of them could 
be numbered among his potential supporters. 

Lévesque was hesitant at first. He said 
he didn't really know why he had come. Then 
he started to say that "things seem to have 
changed here quite a lot." He had watched 
closely, he said, reports of debates at McGill, 
confrences on Québec organized by McGill stu- 
dents, McGill's participation in UGEQ. 

"When independence comes," he said fi- 
nally, "I don't expect there to be dancing on 
•the McGill campus.-But I'm sure it will be met 
by many honestly open minds." 

The English students responded with their 
• loudest applause of the afternoon. 

It is not hard to understand why René Lé- 
vesque would have a certain appeal for McGill 
students. His version of indépendance would not 
disturb them greatly, and he is one of the few 
politicians around who is willing at least to 
heal some of the. more obvious sore spots in 
the corporate capitalist system. If they didn't 
agree with him, they were prepared to accept 
him. And for some of the more perceptive stu- 
dents, Lévesque didn't go far enough. Some of 
them asked about American economic domin- 



ation and what he would do about that, and Lé- 
vesque's gradualist arguments didn't satisfy 
them.. The rest seemed interested mostly in 
how an independent Québec would work, and 
where they would fit in. 

. The institutional position of McGill Uni- 
versity, however, is something else again. 

The men who speak publicly for McGill, 
whether they hide under the cloak of liber- 
alism like Dean Cohen or are blatant Anglo- 
Saxon supremacists like Dean Frost, still 
see this University as an English bastion. They 
are unwilling to integrate McGill into Québec 
society or do anything that will damage its 
position in the English North American orbit. 
And, as their recent behavior in the English 
CEGEP affair demonstrates, they are willing 
to resort to any tactics to protect that position. 

McGill has served the interests of the 
English business community without any con- 
cessions to the fact that it finds itself in the 
heart of Québec beyond the token - an insig- 
nificant and inactive French Canada Studies 
Programme on a par with the Italian Depart- 
ment. 

The sycophancy of granting ah honorary 
degree to the Chairman of the Board of Nor- 
randa Mines (characterized by Lévesque 
yesterday as "just the., sort of people and at- 
titude we don't want in an independent Québec") 
shows where McGill as an institution really 
stands. , ' 

And yet yesterday it appeared that there 
are people in the McGill community with open 
minds, people concerned with the welfare of 
Québec society as a whole; people whose views 
are quite different from those of the adminis- 
trators. 

Anyone worried about the good name of 
McGill . should start seeing to it that no vocal 
minority of unrepresentative malcontents be 
allowed to dupe the public into believing they 
speak for the University as a whole.

Against the 
constitution 

The need for a new constitution must not 
result in passing one that would be incapable 
of reflecting the needs and compositon of 
the Students' Society. The many inconsist- 
encies in the proposed constitutional 
amendments, would, if adopted in the 
referendum, leave the Students' Society in 
as chaotic a position as it is now. The basic 
underlying ideas of democratization and 
responsibility of the Hajaly, Hyman, Foster 
proposals are not easily applicable when it 
comes down to putting their amendments 
to practice. Three main areas of difficulty 
are Council representation, recall and the 
Judicial Board. 

While the proposals do reach some sort 
of synthesis between the need to have all 
faculties represented and rep by pop, it 
is very unlikely that this system will be a 
stable one. For example, when the Post- 
Graduate students elect their councillors in 
March, they have no idea of the number of 
members their faculty will have after re- 
gistration. Also, in faculties where member- 
ship is close to that magical 500 mark, 
there will be outcries for an additional rep, 
or conversely, should membership in a 
. faculty decrease throughout a year, which 
one of their reps will lose his seat? There- 
fore, if the proposal is adopted, not only 
will we be with a Council too big to be 
efficient, but that Council will grow from 
year to year. The executive have rationa- 
lized their stand by claiming that the use 
of the committee system and adequate in- 
formation would make this large size man- 
ageable. However, even in the present sys- 
tem, any issue on which a committee re- 
ported can lead to endless debate by our 
well-informed councillors. 

The rationale for recall is that there 
must be an incentive to force reps to follow 
the wishes of their constituencies. However 
the automatic recall procedure cannot be 
put into use in the case of the Students' So- 
ciety. In smaller faculties where 30 signa- 
tures would be sufficient to make a rep lose 
his seat, it is easily conceivable that a very 
capable councillor could be pressured by 
one person who has such signatures at his 
disposal. On the other hand, in Arts and 
Science, it seems impossible to collect ; 
2000 signatures. Is it basically democratic 
to impose a burden on only some of the 
reps? Also, if a councillor can be in any 
year at university, the possibilities that 
he will want to be re-elected are as great 
as in the federal system, and this also is 
a factor against adopting an automatic 
recall procedure. 

The amendment proposals would set up 
a Judicial Board which would have only 
nominal power and could be disregarded or 
overruled by anyone. By not making its 
decisions binding, the Board would serve 
no functions. The very idea of setting up 
the Board arose from the need to have an 
impartial body arbitrate on all questions. 
What effective check would a student have 
against a Council that acted illegally? 
Furthermore, the manner in which the 
Board would be appointed will leave it open 
to being a body composed of political no- 
minations. Should a disagreement arise bet- 
ween the President of the Law Undergradu- 
ate Society and the President of the Stu- 
dents' Council, who should decide, a Conn-, 
cil which is by nature political, or a third, 
party who is more interested in the compe-' 
tence of the Justices? One Final point on this 
topic; lowering the number of the judges 
serves no practical purpose. As in the past, 
Judges will continue to disqualify themsel- 
ves because they have some interest in the 
case, and because of this, it would be dif- 
ficult to have the full Judicial Board sitting 
in a case. 

A formula that will be acceptable to all 
must be found. The different demands of 
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"For the referendum to be of any 
effect whatsoever, at least twenty 
per cent of the members of the 
Students' Society must vote." Ar- 
ticle XVI, Section 4 of the present 
constitution.

ARTICLE I - Name 

The Students' Society of McGill University. 

ARTICLE II - Object 

1) To group and to represent the students reg- 
istered in the University. 

2) To exercise control of the student activities. 

3) To do all such things as are incidental or 
conducive to the attainment of the above objects. 

ARTICLE III - Membership 

1) All students registered in McGill Universi- 
ty shall be members of the Students' Society, 
except the following: 

1) Students governed by the constitution of the 
Macdonald College Students' Society. 

II) Students registered in the Faculty of Grad- 
uate Studies and Research who are non-resident 
students or full-time members of the teaching 
staff. 

2) Partial students taking less than three 
courses shall have all the privileges of member- 
ship except that they may not be elected to the 
Students* Council. 

ARTICLE IV - Officers 

1) The officers of the Students' Society shall 
be a President, a Vice-President (Internal Affairs), 
a Vice-President (University Affairs), a Vice- 
President (External Affairs), a Finance Direct- 
or, a Speaker, and a Secretary-Treasurer. 

2) Duties: 

a) The President shall be chief executive of- 
ficer of the Students' Society. He shall be chair- 
man of the Executive Committee. He may make 
such delegations of executive powers as are rat- 
ified by the Students' Council. He shall represent 
the Students' Society on all official occasions. 

b) The Vice-President (Internal Affairs) shall 
perform the duties of the President in the absence 
of the latter, and shall be responsible to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Students' Council for the 
operation of all activities except those within the 
responsibilities of the other Vice-Presidents. 

c) The Vice-President (University Affairs) 
shall be responsible to the Executive Committee 
of Students' Council for relations with the gov- 
ernment of McGill University, and for the edu- 
cational affairs of the Students' Society. 

d) The Vice-President (External Affairs) shall 
be responsible to the Executive Committee of 
Students' Council for relations with student or- 
ganisations external to the Students* Society, with 
governments external to McGill University, and 
with the general public. 

e) The Finance Director shall be responsible 
to the Executive Committee of the Students' Coun- 
cil for reporting on the financial affairs of the 



Students' Society, for assisting in the preparation 
of budgets for Students' Council and for presenta- 
tion of budgets to Students' Council. He shall apply 
such policies and supervise such auditing proce- 
dures for the financial affairs of the Students' 
Society as Students' Council may establish. The 
President shall appoint the Finance Director 
from among the members of Council for each 
calendar year, subject to ratification by the Coun- 
cil. 

f) The Speaker shall preside at all meetings 
of Students' Council and of the Students' Society. 
He shall perform duties similar to those of the 
Speaker of the House of Commons, save that he 
shall not cast a vote to break a tie, and shall 
appoint Deputy Speakers to perform his duties in 
his absence. 

g) The Secretary-Treasurer shall be custodian 
of all records, documents, ledgers and receipts 
whatsoever belonging to, or dealing with the 
affairs of . the Society. He shall be the Secretary 
of the Students' Council and of the Executive 
Committee. He shall be in charge of all receipts 
and disbursements. He shall supervise the work 
of the office staff, 'implementing such policies 
in this regard as the Students' Council may ap- 
prove. _ 

ARTICLE V - Fees 

lY Members of the Students' Society enrolled 
in schools or faculties the majority of whose 
students are candidates for their first university 
degree or diploma shall be required to pay an 
annual fee of $24.00 to the Students* Society, 
except the members of the School of Graduate 
Nurses, who shall pay an annual fee of $12.00. 

2) All other members of the Students' Socie- 
ty shall be required to pay an annual fee of $12.00 
to the Students' Society, except partial students 
taking less than three courses, who shall be re- 
quired to pay an annual fee of $10.00. 

3) The above sums shall be collected by the 
McGill University Cashier with the regular tui- 
tion fees. 

4) The. Secretary-Treasurer of the Students' 
Society shall receive these fees from McGill 
University and deposit them with a chartered 
bank or with the university. 

ARTICLE VI - Students' Council 

1) The governing authority of the Students' 
Society shall be vested in the Students' Council. 
It shall be the only recognized medium between 
the Students' Society, and the Government of Mc- 
Gill University and the general public. 

2) Students' Council shall be composed of: 

a) The President of the Students' Society. 

b) The Vice-President (Internal Affairs) of the 
Students' Society. 

c) The Vice-President (University Affairs) of 
the Students' Society. 

d) The Vice-President (External Affairs) of 
the Students' Society. 

e) The Finance Director of the Students' So- 
ciety. 

f) The Editor-in-Chief of the McGill Daily, 
who shall be a participating but non-voting mem- 
ber. 

g) One representative from each of the follow- 
ing: 



I) the students proceeding to the degree of 
B.A., and the partial students in the Faculty of 
Arts and Science. 

II) the students proceeding to the degree of 
B.Sc. 

III) the members of the Students' Society in 
the Faculty of Education. 

IV) the members of the Students' Society in 
the Faculty of Graduate Studies and Research, the 
School of Graduate Nurses, and the Faculty of 
Divinity. 

V) the students in the School of Architecture. 

VI) the students in the Faculty of Dentistry. 

VII) the students in the Faculty of Engineer- 
ing. 

VIII) the students in the Faculty of Law. 

IX) the students in the School of Commerce. 

X) the students in the Faculty of Medicine. 

XI) the students in the School of Nursing. 

XH) the students in the School of Physical and 
Occupational Therapy. 

XHT) the students in the Faculty of Music; 
and one additional representative from each of the 
above groups (I) to (XIH) for every five hundred 
(500) students after the first two hundred fifty 
(250). 

3) Meetings shall be on such days and at such 
hours as the President shall deem fit. The Secret- 
ary-Treasurer shall give the members individual 
notice at least forty-eight hours before each meet- 
ing. A majority of the members shall constitute a 
quorum. A meeting shall be called by the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer on receipt by him of a written 
request signed by a majority of the members of 
Council. 

4) The authority on procedure at meetings of 
Students' Council and its committees shall be RO- 
BERTS' RULES OF ORDER REVISED. 

5) Committees chosen by Council may from 
time to time be appointed to consider or execute 
such business at it is the duty of Council to per- 
form. Any such committee shall be responsible 
to Council through the President or one of the 
Vice-Presidents, as determined by Council. 

6) Students' Council shall be responsible for 
v the management and control of the McGill Daily 

through the Editor-in-Chief. In its editorial co- 
lumns the McGill Daily shall be free to express 
whatever opinion it chooses, save that no editorial 
shall express or imply any but a neutral attitude 
in discussing any student election. 

7) All meetings of Students' Council and its 
committees shall be open to observers, unless a 
vote of a majority of the members at such meet- 
ing decides to hold the meeting, or a part thereof, 
in camera. In such a case the particular reason 
for that decision shall be made public. All min- 
utes, agendas, and times and places of meetings 
shall be given public notice in advance. In part- 
icular, the minutes of the meetings of Students' 
Council shall be posted on school and faculty 
notice boards in their entirety, except for sec- 
tions of minutes recording discussions held in 
camera. 

ARTICLE VIII - Executive Committee 

of Students' Council 

1) the executive authority of Students' Coun- 
cil shall be vested in the Executive Committee. 

2) the Executive Committee shall consist of 
the following members: 

a) the President of the Students' Society.

ARTICLE VIII - Judicial Board 

1) Subject to the ratification of Students' Coun- 
cil, a committee composed of the President of 
the Law Undergraduate Society and the President 
of the Students' Society shall appoint a body to be 
known as the Judicial Board of the Students' So- 
ciety; five members to be chosen from among 
the students in their final year proceeding to a 
B.C.L. degree. The members of the Judicial Board 
shall be appointed in September of each year, and 

I shall have a tenure of twelve months. They shall 
elect a Chairman from among their number. 

2) The Judicial Board shall have the power to 
summon and hear any member of the Students' 
Society regarding any violation of the regulations 
contained in the Code of Regulations and Penalties 
of the Students' Society (to be established as By- 

; laws) and to impose penalties as specified there- 
in. 

3) The Board shall conduct its proceedings 
according to the Judicial procedures of the Stu- 
dents' Society to be established as By-laws. 

4) Individuals or bodies may appear before 
the Judicial Board through counsel. The Law 
Undergraduate Society shall appoint four students 
whom any individual or body may consult as coun- 
sel to seek advice and/or plead their case. 

5) Every member of the Students' Society, and 
every student organization, shall have the right to 
petition the board, by way of a letter to its Chair- 
man, seeking a hearing on any question concerning 
an alledged violation of the regulations of the 
Students' Society by any member or organization, 

_ or concerning the interpretation of the Constitution 
of the Students' Society or the legislation of 
Students' Council. 

ARTICLE IX - Finances 

1) All committees and organizations requesting 
Students' Society money shall be required to sub- 

" mit a budget,_to the Finance. Director. No com- 
mittee or organization shall receive funds unless 
its itemized budget has been approved by Stu- 
dents' Council. 

2) AH cheques drawn against- the Students* 
Society account shall be signed by the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer and co-signed by the Comptroller 
or his alternate. The Secretary-Treasurer shall 
first satisfy himself that the expenditure has been 
authorized in the budget approved by Students' 
Council. 

3) An annual financial statement for the past 
fiscal year of the Students' Society (June 1st to 
May 31st) shall be published in the McGill Daily . 
before the fifteenth of November. 

4) The accounts of the Students' Society shall 
be audited annually by accountants chosen by 
Students' Council. 

ARTICLE X- Elections 

1) Officers of the Students' Society: 
a) The President shall be elected annually 
between the 22nd day of February and the 7th day 
of March, by a ballot of all the members of the 
Society. He shall be nominated by any one hundred 
members. Such nominations shall be presented in 
writing to the Secretary-Treasurer at least ten 
days before the date of election and published in 
the McGill Daily at least one week before the date 
of the election. Should only one person be nomin- 
ated for the post at the date set for the closing of 



nominations, the date for the closing of nominations 
shall be extended forty-eight hours, and notice 
thereof published in the McGill Daily. 

b) The" Vice-Presidents shall be elected an- 
nually between the 22nd day of February and the 
7th day of March, by a ballot of all the members 
of the Society. Each shall be nominated by any 
fifty members. Such nominations shall be pres- 
ented in writing to the Secretary-Treasurer at 
least ten days before the date of the election and 
published in the McGill Daily at least one week 
before the date of the election. 

c) The Speaker shall be elected annually be- 
tween the 7th day of March and the 30th day of 
March by Students' Council on the recommend- 
ation of the Judicial Board. He may not be re- 
moved from office except by a decision of the 
Judicial Board following his impeachment at an 
Extraordinary Meeting of the Students' Society. 

d) Terms of Office 

1) The Presidents and the Vice-Presidents shall 
take office at the beginning of the fiscal year, 
June 1st. In the event of resignation, Students' 
Council shall decide on a date for the election 
of a successor, the procedure of election being 
similar to that in the case of the regular election. 
The successor so appointed shall hold office until 
the end of the fiscal year. 

U) The Speaker shall take office at the beginn- 
ing of the fiscal year, June 1st. In the event of 
resignation, a successor shall be selected within 
fourteen days, the procedure of selection being 
similar to that in the case of the regular selection. 
Until such time as a successor is selected, the 
President shall appoint a member of the Stu- 
dents' Society to serve as Acting Speaker. 

2) Students' Council 

; . a) All representatives to Students' Council ex- 
cept those from the Faculty of Graduate Studies 
and Research and the Faculty of Divinity shall be 
elected by the students of their respective facul- 
ties or schools between November 20th and 
December 10th of each year. The representatives 
from the Faculty of Graduate Studies and Re- 
search and thè Faculty of Divinity shall be elected 
between February 22nd and March 7th of each 
year. 

b) Nominations shall be signed by 25 students 
of the constituency that the nominee is to repre- 
sent. Nominations must be in the hands of the Se- 
cretary-Treasurer of the Students' Society at least 
ten days before the date of the election and publish- 
ed by him in the McGill Daily at least one week 
before the date of the election. Voting shall be by 
ballot. 

c) The representatives shall serve for the 
calendar year following their election, except for 
the representatives from the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies. and Research and the Faculty of Divinity, 
who shall serve for the' fiscal year following 
their election. 

3) All members of Students' Council must be 
members of the Students' Society. All school or 
faculty representatives must be enrolled in the 
school or faculty whose students they represent. 

4) Elections shall be conducted in accordance 
with the Electoral By-laws of the Students' 
Society. A Chief Returning Officer shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, subject to the ratification 
of Students' Council, and his decisions concerning 

' interpretation of these By-laws shall be final, 
except that they shall be subject to appeal to the 
Judicial Board. 

5) The Secretary-Treasurer and the Compt- 
roller shall be chosen by Students' Council to hold 
office for the fiscal year, the continuation of the 
agreements depending on ratification of each suc- 
cessive Council. They shall not be members of 
the Society, and shall be paid salaries. 

ARTICLE XI - Recall 

Any member of Students* Council shall be, re- 
moved from office upon receipt by the Speaker of 
a petition which requests his removal and which 
contains the signatures of a third of his constitu- 
ents, or two-thirds of the number who voted at 
the election at which he was a candidate, which- 
ever is the greater. 



ARTICLE XII - Meetings of the 
Students' Society 

1) A Regular Meeting shall be called by the 
President on three weeks' notice at least once 
in each term to conduct any business of the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

2) An Emergency Meeting may be called on 
three days' notice by the President.' 

^3) A special Meeting shall be called by the 
- President at the written request of five hundred 
(500) members of the Students' Society on three 
days' notice given in the McGill Daily. Initial 
motions to be presented at a Special Meeting 
shall be recorded by the President in the 
McGill Daily, at the same time as such notice 
of the Special Meeting is published. 

4) An Extraordinary Meeting of the Students' 
Society, for the purpose of bringing Impeachment 
Proceedings against the Speaker of the Students' 
Society, shall be called by the President, on re- 
ceipt of Articles of Impeachment, signed by not 
less than five hundred (500) members of the Stu- 
dents' Society on seven days' notice, recorded 
with the Article by the President in the McGill 
Daily. The President shall act as a chairman, 
and a vote of not less than two-thirds shall be 
required for impeachment. 

5) At each one of the above meetings five 
hundred (500) members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

6) All regularly taken decisions at an Official 
Meeting of the Students' Society shall be binding 
on Students' Council. 

7) The authority on procedure at meetings of 
the Students' Society shall be ROBERTS' RULES 
OF ORDER REVISED. " 

ARTICLE XIII - Referendum 

A Referendum may be held in the following 
circumstances and under the following conditions: 

1) An Official or Unofficial meeting of the 
Students' Society must first have been called to 
consider the specific question covered by the 
referendum. 

2) If a quorum is not present as indicated in 
ARTICLE XH (5) above, the assembly shall 
constitute an Unofficial Meeting to discuss the 
question. . 

3) Students' Council may, at its discretion, 
hold a referendum on any or all of the questions 
which were discussed at the Official or Unofficial 
Meeting of the Society . 

4) For the referendum to be of any effect 
whatsoever, at least twenty percent of the members 
of the Students' Society must vote. 

5) A decision taken by a" referendum shall 
be binding on Students' Council. It shall supersede 
any decision of a Students' Society meeting. 

6) The referendum shall be conducted by Stu- 
dents' Council under the direct supervision of the 
Chief Returning Officer. 

ARTICLE XIV - Amendments 

1) This constitution may be amended only by 
an affirmative vote of two-thirds ôf a referendum 
of the Students' Society. 

2) A proposed amendment shall be put to a 
referendum if and only if a minimum of two 
hundred (200) votes have been so cast at an Of- 
ficial or Unofficial Meeting of the Students' Soci- 
ety. 

3) The proposed amendment shall be published 
in the McGill Daily at ieast two weeks prior to 
such à meeting. 

4) Sub-amendments shall be published in the 
McGill Daily at least one week prior to such a 
meeting. A sub-amendment shall apply only to the 
same section or sections of the Article affected by 
the amendment proposed in the preceding week. 

5) Proposed amendments or sub-amendments 
must be submitted in writing to the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Students' Society, and must be 
signed by at least ten members of the Students' 
Society. < 

6) A proposed amendment shall be put to a ref- 
erendum within two weeks after a minimum of two 
hundred (200) members have so voted at an Of- 
ficial or Unofficial Meeting of the Students' Soci- 
ety. 

7) These amendments shall become effective 
immediately.

Social Work airs grievances 




The School of Social Work has 
joined the growing family of dis- 
satisfied departments at McGill. 

Yesterday students of the School 
held an all-day study session to 
discuss their problems and pos- 
sible solutions. 

Graduates of the School at- 
tended the session, and outlined 
past efforts to effect change in 



the department, and also spoke 
on the relevance of school courses 
to the actual practice of the pro- 
fession.. 

Small group discussions follow- 
ed in which students expressed 
their dissatisfaction in a number 
of areas. Major issues were 
course content and teaching meth- 
ods, perennial topics in the School 



Pelletier 'sides' 
with students 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Secreta- 
ry of State Gerard Pelletier, in 
perhaps a glimpse of what is to 
come from his department in the 
near future, yesterday praised 
what he said were student propos- 
als for a 12-month academic year 
and conscription of youth to work 
for a year in civil service. 

Speaking to the Montreal Cham- 
bre de Commerce, Pelletier 
evoked everything from the gene- 
ration gap to we-were-once-20- 
too in a condemnation of the old- 
er generation which refuses "to 
face the worldwide dispute" in 
which they are the central issue. 

"Just because - young people 
are suggesting a world which 
seems absurd to us," he said, 
"we react most often with com- 
plete negativity. What- is more 
serious is that we react by try- 
ing to impose on them our con- 
ception of the world and our ideas 
on life." 

Pelletier cautioned against a 
government youth program that 
might function as a "ploy" to 
force youths into status quo po- 
sitions. Rather the policy must 
"help" young people "give ex- 
pression to their ideas". 

He called the short school year 
a "relic" of a middle class world 
and an agricultural society where 
students had to help in the sum- 
mer harvest. 

The year of service would 
enable students "to work with 
their hands and with the brains 
to build their country... so they 
can play their part in creating 
a more just society." 



The economic consequences 
of the two programs, of course, 
"are unknown because no one has 
studied them in detail yet". 

"Frustration and unrest among 
young people, " he concluded, 
"will persist as long as they have 
not found, with our help the ways 
in which they can increase their 
participation in society and the 
visions of the future which r 
a new world possible". 




and in the university at large. Stu- 
dents are concerned with the rele- 
vance of current social work 
education to professional prac- 
tice; they feel that their educa- 
tion is lacking in vital aspects. 
Also they wish more student par- 
ticipation in decision-making at 
the school. 

Speakers at the meeting were 
Bryan Knight, director of the Park 
Extension Community Project, 
Susan White, community organizer 
at University Settlement, Joy 
Smith of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Women and Children, 
and Peter Katadotis, director of 
the Urban Social Redevelopment 
Project. 

Staff members joined in the 
afternoon workshop, during which 
students evolved proposals for 
change in specific areas. Another 
meeting is planned for November 
4 at lunch hour to discuss these 
issues. 

A permanent Student Commit- 
tee was elected to recommened 
issues to be given priority by 
students, and to implement some 
action on these issues.

seats. She protested that council 
.members would vote on the re- 
port, which contains plans for 
the construction of a 350-unit co- 
op residence, not on its merits 
but according to political consi- 
derations. 

She moved to adjourn. 

Students' Society President 
Robert Hajaly, who was chairing 
the meeting, urged council not to 
adjourn, since delays in consi- 
dering the housing plans could 
prevent the Students' Society from 
obtaining an option on the land it 
required. Mrs. Laszto's motion 
was defeated, but only after a tie 
vote had been broken by the 
chairman. 

Melvyn Niederhoffer (Graduate 
Studies) also complained that the

nate seats. 

Students' Society Internal Vice- 
President Peter Foster charged 
. that Niederhoffer was "trying 
to penalize the executive for 
living up to their campaign pro- 
. mises". Poster, also claimed 
that Niederhoffer was \ insulting 
his integrity by suggesting that 
he would vote on an issue on any- 
thing but its merit. 

Niederhoffer replied that in a 
sense he was insulting the inte- 
grity of all members, including 
himself. Certainly not Foster 
specifically. 

Joel Raby (Commerce) charged 
that the chairman was speaking 
too much, in violation of Roberts' 



Rules of Order which council had 
recently adopted. 

Foster charged that Raby was 
trying to frustrate any progress 
that council could make on the 
housing report and had "no in- 
tention of discussing the issues 
at hand". Foster called the ar-
